Will  be  liable  to  dismissal  from 
college  for  additional  unexcused 
absences. 

6.  When  the  number  of  ab- 
Mnoee  in  onur&t  whether 


excused  or  unexcused,  exceeds 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  total 
class  meetings  for  the  course, 
credit  will  be  permitted  only  by 
special  permission  of  the  Dean 
of  Instruction  or  by  action,  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

7.  Students  who  live  in  dormi¬ 
tories  will  be  excused  for  class 
absences  caused  by  illness  only 
on  the  written  report  of  the  col¬ 


lege  physician.  Local  students  will 
be  excused  on  report  from  parents, 
but  the  College  may  require  con¬ 
sultation  with  the  college  physician 
in  case  of  excessive  absences. 

8.  Absences  caused  by  college 
approved  trips  or  other  college 
duties  will  be  excusedi  by  the  Dean 
of  Instruction.  In  general,  any 
other  absences  will  remain  unex¬ 
cused.
